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Tax Forms Unchanged; 
New Filing Limits Set 


(Editor’s Note: This is 
the first in a series of 
articles on ways you can 
save on your income tax 
return this year. The articles 
are written by Henry Block, 
president of H & R Block, 
Inc.) 


The tax year 1969 gave 
us a “new look” in the 
Federal income tax forms 
filed by millions of 
American taxpayers. No 
longer did we see the old 
familiar form 1040A, 
usually referred to as the 
“short form” or “card 
form.” 

In its place we were 
greeted by the new form 
1040 which was used by all 
taxpayers, regardless of 
income or deductions. The 
new forms were based on 
the “building-block” system 

under which additional 
schedules were to be added 
to the basic form 1040 as 
needed. 

To the seasoned tax 
professional, this change in 
forms involved nothing 
more than re-learning 
schedule names and line 
numbers, since there was 
really no change in the basic 
tax law. For the 
do-it-yourselfer, the results 
verged on the chaotic and 
the Internal Revenue* 
Service learned to its dismay 
that its easy-to-follow 
instructions were not all 
that easy. 

This year the tax forms 
themselves will remain 
substantially unchanged 
from last year. The major 
problem confronting the 
average taxpayer in 1970 
will be the effect of the 
changes brought about 
through the enactment of 
the Revenue Act of 1969. 
This highly publicized piece 
of legislation could mean 
significant changes for many 
taxpayers, and could 
increase the burden placed 
on the individual who tries 
to prepare his own return. 
As a matter of fact the new 
law has been facetiously 
referred to as the 


‘‘Attorneys and 
Accountants Relief Act of 
1969” and for good reason. 

In past years you may 
have been in the somewhat 
bothersome position of 
being required to file a 
return even though you 
knew that there would be 
no liability for tax. Any one 
under 65 with $600 or more 
of gross taxable income was 
required to file a return. If 
he was 65 or over the filing 
requirement was raised to 
$1200. Thus a person over 
65 who had $1500 was 
required by law to file a tax 
return even though there 
would be no tax due. 

For the tax years 
beginning with 1970 these 
filing requirements have 
been changed. If you are a 
married person filing a 
separate return, you still 
must file if you have over 
$600 in taxable income; if 
you are single you must file 
if you have over $1700 in 
taxable income; if you are 
single and are over 65 you 
must have $2300 in taxable 
income; a married couple 
filing a joint return and one 
of the spouses if over 65 - 
$2900; and a married 
couple filing a joint return 
where both spouses are over 
65 - $3500. 

If you received net 
income from s elf - 
employment of $400 or 
more, you must file a 
return; even though there is 
no income tax due, there 
will be a liability for self- 
employment tax (social 
security). 

In addition, even though 
your income may be less 
than that required to make 
you eligible for filing a tax 
return, if you received 
wages and tax was withheld 
from your pay you must file 
a return in order to get a 
refund of any tax withheld. 

You may now file a 
statement with your 
employer (form W-4-E) 
stating that you owed no 
tax last year and expect to 
owe none this year, and 
your employer will no 
longer withhold Federal 
income tax from your pay.
